Irish’ Treaty Enforcement | 


Most Engaging Issue 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—With the 
reopening of the British Parlia- 
ment only a fortnight off, British 
politics is. beginning to warm up. 
One of the most exciting sessions 
in recent years is expected. The 
first business on the reopening is 


out the Irish treaty by appointing 
an Ulster member to the boun- 
dary commission. This will go 
through automatically, the über- 
als as well as the laborites being 
p to it. Parliament prob- 
ably will adjourn again to the regu- 
lar meeting date at the end of 
October. 

Meanwhile, Ulster is standing 
firm, refusing to appoint a com- 
missioner, but this is believed to 
be merely a matter of tactics, and 
it is believed Ulster will accept the 
findings of the commission and 
take it as the basis for further 
negotiations along the lines indi- 
cated by dispatches recently for a 
full unit of Ireland. 

The next question in im nee 
is the Russian treaty, which, to bo- 
come effective, must be approved 
by Parliament. The conservatives 
are opposed to the treaty, and 
David Lloyd George has been 
campaigning in the country against 
it, but the liberals are split. Many 
wish to approve the treaty, and it 
is not likely that Mr. Lloyd George 
will be able to control his own 


In any case, it is now expected 
that Prime’ Minister MacDonald 
will announce that he leaves the 
treaty to a free vote of the House 
and will not make acceptance or 
rejection a matter of confidence. In 
such a case defeat would not nec- 
essitate the resignation of the gov- 
ernment. This, of course, would 
be agreeable to both the conserva- 
tives and liberals, neither of whom 
are anxious to force a general elec- 
tion now, in which they stand to 
lose rather than gain.

‘TO PRINCESS 
Radszivill Widow Dashed 
to Death on Mountain Clif 
‘at Maine Resort 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRD) 

KINEO (Me.) Sept. 14. — Prin- 
cess Helen Radziwill, formerly 
Miss Helen Simpson of Chicago and 
widow of Prince Ladislas Radzi- 
will of Poland, was killed here yes- 
terday when she fell from a cliff 
on the north slope of Mount Kineo, 
it Was made known today. Caught 
in trees on the face of the cliff, her 
body had to be lowered several 
hundred feet to Moosehead Lake 
before it could be brought back to 
this village. 

The Princess, it became known, 
had gone in search of a valuable 
diamond which she had lost 
on Mount ineo. Accompanying 
her was a brother, Stanley B. 
Simpson. They had reached a 
point about two miles from the 
hotel and just north of the highest 
part of the cliff at a point where 
the rock rises almost perpendicu- 
larly more than 700 feet, when 
either loose earth gave way or she 
lost her balance and fell. 

Her body was found lodged in 
trees growing on the face of the 
cliff more than 100 feet from the 


top. 

The Princess, who was said to 
have been about twenty-six years 
of age, had been spending the 
summer with her family here. Her 
father was Dr. E. E. Simpson of 
Chicago. 3 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—The Prin- 
cess Helen Radziwill, who was 
killed yesterday in a fall over a 
cliff on Mount Kineo, Me., was born 
and reared in Chicago. Her father. 
Dr. Elmer E. Simpson, is a phy- 
sician here. 

Miss Simpson married Prince 
Ladisias Radziwill of Poland as he 
lay dying of pneumonia in London, 
friends of the Simpson family here 
said tonight.

FLAGSTAFF (Ariz.) Sept. 14.— 
Bright Angel Trail, the winding 
burro pathway lying between the 
south rim of the Grand Canyon 
and the Colorado River. will be 
sold to the highest bidder at pub- 
lic auction in Flagstaff on October 
15, the Coconino county Board of 
Supervisors decided here today. 

Bright Angel is one of the few 
trails streaking through the inac- 
cessible fastnesses of the canyon 
to its bottom—where the waters of 
the swift Colorado flow. 

Negotiations for the sale of the 
trail to the United States govern- 
ment have been in for two 
years. To comphyz with the law 
the trail must sold at public 
auction, but supervisors 
passed a resolutiog. providing for 
the sale only after understand- 
ing that the governmént would be 
a bidder. 

Coconino county, owner of the 
trail, derives tolls from it amount- 
ing to about $5000 yearly. The 
government has agreed to pay the 
county $100,000 which would be 
used to pave the road from the 
National Old Trails Highway 
through the National Forest Re- 
serve to the south rim of 
Grand Canyon at Bl Tovar. 

The government also has agreed 
to furnish sufficient additional 
funds to complete and maintain 
the highway.

Deep Dip in Sand 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
RIDEOUT HEIGHTS, Sept. 14. 
All four of the wells being drilled 
in this district by the Petroleum 
Midway Company now are below 


the 4200-foot level, where the oil 
sand in the O'Donnell No. 6 deep 
sand discovery well was finished. 
The progress of these welle is de- 
ing watched with great interest 
because of this fact. it has been 
known for some time that a deep 
dip is to be found here, but the 
exact degree of it is a mystery and 
upon the showings in these four 
wells may depend the future of the 
field, it is stated. 

The Strong No. 2 which ie locat- 
ed about one-half mile from the 
O'Donnell No. 6 is down 4900 feet 
and ie in the sand at that depth, 
but efforts to secure a water 
shut-off have been futile and the 
well is standing cemented.

The Citizens’ Mortgage Company 
{/California, the Fidelity Securi- 

ties Corporation, F. A. Moulton, 
Harry C. Thompson and John H. 
and Joseph B. Williams were 
named defendants Saturday in a 
complaint filed with Deputy Cor- 
poration Commissioner Praul 
James J. O'Donnell in which he 
charges that by trick and device 
and conspitacy he was defrauded 
out of $2400. The complaint also 
alleges that the Citizens’ Mortgage 
Company has violated the terms of 
its permit from the State Corpora- 
tion Department. 

According to O'Donnell he en- 
tered into a transaction on April 
8, last, with the Citizens’ Mortgage 
Company of California to purchase 
eighty shares of its preferred stock 
and forty shares of common stock 
and for which certein collateral 
was taken instead of cash. This, 
he asserts, was in violation of the 
company’s permit. 

The complaint recites that Moul- 
ton, as director of distribution, and 
Thompson as salesman for the Citi- 
zens’ Mortgage Company of Call- 
fornia, secured by trick and device 
an assignment of a note and trust 
deed given as collateral and that 
by conspiring with John H. and 
Joseph B. Williams, who were vice- 
presidents of the Citizens’ Mortgage 
Company. and sales managers of 
the Fidelity Securities Corporation, 
he was defrauded out of $2400. Ac- 
cording to Deputy Praul the books 
and records of the Fidelity Securi- 
ties Corporation were seized re- 
cently by the Corporation Depart- 
ment for the purpose of investiga- 
tion and examination.

Those who receive higher wages must 
reconcile themselves to a higher cost of 
living. This is an economic. fact, beyond 
government control. Poverty cannot be 
ebolished by a general increase in wages. 
The hungry cannot be fed by doubling the 
cost of the necessities of life; and doubling 
the wages of those who produce these ne 
cessities must double the retail price. 

The one certain way to get ahead is to 
work and save. ft is not what goes into 


counts. During the period of high wages 
and extravagance that ked the end of 
the war The Times said’ repeatedly that 
there must come a day of reckoning, that. 
what was then wasted would surely later 
be wanted. To some, this day of reckoning 
has arrived: and “political observer” is now 
inclined to vent his spleen against The 
Times because it is here. 

The one who works for $8 a day, when 
he worked ten years ago for $4 a day, has 
doubled the retail price of the thing he 
helps to produce. When the wages of all 
have doubled the retail price of the things 
one must or would like to buy doubiés; and 
those who labor and save get ahead, while 
those who are idle or wasteful must go 
hungry. must find the wolf of poverty nip- 
ping their heels in their. declining years. 

President Coolidge has stressed these 
things clearly and concisely in his official 
messages and other public utterances. He 
has pointed out that extravagance in gov- 
ernment, national, State and municipal ad- 
ministrations, means high taxes and less 
savings. He has pointed out that the gov- 
erument cannot keep prices down when 
wages go up, that when there is waste in 
the government there will be want in the 
country. Shorter hours and higher wages 
must increase the cost of living; and those 
who desire to work shorter hours and re- 
ceive higher wages must be prepared to 
pay $2 for what they bought for $1 before. 

Machinery plays an important part in the 
production of nearly all manufactured ar- 
ticles; and it would be folly to insist that 
a machine can produce as much in six 
hours as in nine hours. The Times has 
said repeatedly that higher wages alone 
could not solve the problems of modern in- 
dustry. The standard of Hving in this 
country is higher than almost anywhere 
else on earth, not because wages are high, 
but because the American workmen are 
more efficient, because American business 
men are more enterprising and wider 
awake and because the American system of 
government gives more opportunity to the 
individual than anywhere else. 


BGISLATIVE DODGES 

Once more a Legislature’s want of can- 
dor has been called to public attention. Guv. 
Suser of New Jersey, petitioned to stop the 
Wilis-Firpo match on the ground that it is 
a prize fight, replied with truth that, while 
the law of the State in common with the 
laws of most others, prohibits prize fight- 
ing, it permits boxing matches and there 
is nothing he can do. 

The distinction between a prize fight and 
a boxing match is one of those distinctions 
without much difference of which lawyers 
are so fond, and legislatures are largelv 
made up of lawyers. No Legislature, prob- 
ably, would repeal the old antiprize fighting 
statute, passed in the bare-knuckle days, be- 
cause it would be fearful of public reproba- 
tion. Prize fighting has a bad name and 
things with bad names are avoided sedu- 
lously by our legislators. Call them some 
thing else and they have no objection. 

An excellent example of legislative dodges 
was the old Percy-Gray law of New York 
State, against which Gov. Hughes waged 
his well-remembered fight. It prohibited 
bookmaking, pool selling, betting of all 
forms on horse races, under what appeared 
to be severe penalties and seemed on its 
face to be drawn in full compliance with 
the section of the State constitution which 
required that such things be prohibited. 
But the provision for severe penalties was 
qualified by the phrase, “Unless another 
penalty shall be provided by statute.” And 
the penalty provided duly by statute was 
that, in case cf betting at a race track, the 
bettor should be entitled to recover by civil 
suit the amount of his bet.

AYING IT OFF 
The administration has reduced the na- 
tional debt something like $5,000,000,000 
and converted a treasury deficit into a sur- 
plus. President Coolidge is showing the 
people of America what national thrift real- 
ly is and is practicing genuine economy in 
public expenditure, but the cities and States 
are still running wild. The way things are 
working at Washington the program of the 
present administration would completely 
wipe out our Federal obligations in less 
than twenty years. But, on the other hand, 
our lesser forms of government—ltke cities, 
counties and school districts—are increas 
ing their indebtedness so rapidly that in 
the same time these obligations would be 
run up to more than $40,000,000,000, or al- 
most twice as much as the national dent 
at its peak. The increase per capita in 
State debts was almost 400 per cent in the 
five years from 1917 to 1922. The cities, 
counties and States have for the last ten 
years been floating new bonds at the rate 
of more than $2,000,000 a day. The wealth 
of the people may be gleaned from the fact 
that we have not only absorbed this vast 
flotation, but have invested other billions 
in industrial and foreign securities. But 
there are too many tax-free bonds. The 
ease with. which they are placed tempts 
many municipalities into public indiscrs- 
tion. There is no such thing as municipal 
economy any more.

Hardening Rails After Laid
